The increase under Pensions, Retir- 
ed Allowances, Gratuities, ete. ‘is 
due to commutation of, pensions under 
the Pensiens (Gratuities) Ordinance, 
1926. : : 

The appointment of additional 
Teachers accounts largely for the in- 
erense under Edueation- 

The larger expenditure under Hos- 
pitals and‘ Dispensaries is due to 
new appointments and increased con- 
tributions to Hospital Boards. 

The excess under Police is caused 
by an increased personnel and great- 
er expenditure in connection with 
the convevance of prisoners, vagrants 
ete. * 

The increase under Post Office is 
caused by additional appointment_and 
the reconstruction of the Penang Tele- 
phone and Telegraph system. 

The increase under Publie Works, 
Recurrent Expenditure, is caused by 
the larger number of public works 
requiring upkeep and maintenance. 

The expenditure under Military, 
Defence Contribution, which shows a 
large decrease, is -more comparable 
with that of 1926. The large figure 
for 1927 was mainly due to arrears. 
being paid in respect of the finan- 
cial year 1925-1926. 

Agriculture . 

The standard of upkeep niaintain- 
ed on large plantations was not ap- 
preciably affected by ‘the lower prices 
for rubber ruling during the year, 
but.a deterioration in ‘the general 
condition of native holdings _ accom- 
panied by a programme of more 
liberal tapping was apparent. , Fol- 
lowing the removal of restriction at 
the end of October excessive tapping 
and a tendency to neglect sanitation 
and diseases became general on 
‘small holdings. 

Pests and diseases of rubber show- 
ed no material inercase in virulence 
or- distribution, mor were any Dew 
diseases recorded by the Agricultural 
Department. A long period of dry 
weather in the first half of the year 
effectively checked the’ deveiopment 
of the more important fungi which 
attack the tapped surface and the 
branches of rubber trees, but with 
the advent of the rainy season vigor- 
ous Tecrudescences of Mouldy Rot 
disease in all three Settlements 
necessitated presistent enforcement 
of control measures by the field 
staff. 

The importation throughout the 
year of very considerable quantities 
of budwood, and to a lesser extent 
selected seeds, from Java and 
Sumatra, would indicate that plant- 
ing Companies are making strenuous 
efforts. to develop their properties 
along up-to-date and scientific fines. 

Minor Crops : 

With the help of the 
Marketing Board and the Malay 
Sates Information. Agency, exhibits 
of Malayan (Singapore) canned pine- 
apples were staged at the British 
Industries Fair in London, the Cana- 
dion National Exhibition in Toronto, 
and ‘the Imperial Fruit Show in 
Manchester. These exhibits attracted 
considerable attention. : 

Recent. communications have, how- 
ever, emphasised that, if Malaya is 
to obtain the full benefit of the ex- 
cellent facilities thus afforded for 
bringing this commodity to the 
notice of the consumer and to be en- 
abled successfully to face eompeti- 
tion in this market, the different 
grades of the product must be care- 
fully standardised. 

An extension of coffee cultivation 
is-reported fram the Dindings. The 
cultivation of cloves in Penang ap- 
pears to be waning; the erop har- 
vested during November . was ‘not 
above the average: 

,At Pringgit in Malacca a small 
fruit station comprising one and 2 
half acres was partly planted with 
various local. frutt trees, and prepara- 
tions ‘were made to receive a further 
supply of selected planting material. 

3 Postal Serviees _ 

The work ‘of.the Postal and Tele- 
graph Sections of-the Post Office dur- 
ing’ the year _1928-showed - on the 
whole a. steady: increase over, preced- 
sing ‘years, -. a _ 
.° Chinese Secret’ Societies: - 
~The . repressive action’ taken 1 
Ningapore--by. the . police - in 1027 
etippled ~ the Cantonese - secret 
societies, and sporadic ‘attempts .to.re- 
organise them in 1928. were easily 
suppressed. There were . isolated 
anrays between xrival“-gangs in: the 
course. of ,which -firearms -were used, 
but. .there:-was | nothing. comparable 
with * the “active. feuds’ of 1927, 
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their activities had been practically 
stamped out.. ‘In* February they 
were responsible for the attempt to 
shoot Dr. ©, C. Wu. In April and 
May .they-sponsored the cause of the 
shoemaker sigjkers and caused the 
planting of. numerous _ amateurish 
bombs in. bootshops throughout 
Singapore, which did little material 
damage but had:. considerable moral 
effect on the Chinese populace. 
They -were - responsible for several 
murders. They made. repeated at- 
tempts to demonstrate in further- 
ance of the anti-Japanese boycott’ and 
flooded the city ‘with proclamations 
of a subversive nature. Most of the 
leaders had been arrested by the end 
of the year. 

- Survey é 

The demand for title and other sur- 
veys continues. to increase parti- 
cylarly in Singapore. During the 
year the co-ordination with the Sur- 
vey Staff of the Singapore Improve- 
ment Trust became ‘fully effective 
and has resulted in mutual benefit 
-both to the Trust and the Survey 
Department,” The more efficiently 
the Trust functions‘ and the more 
energetically it pushes on its schemes 
of improvement, the tore requisi- 
tions: for survey have to be dealt 
with. : 

It -may generally be said that 
there is no-piece of survey work in 
Singapore that does not involve ‘an 
elaborate investigation into the his- 
tory of the parcel of land and re- 
ference to the many previous at- 
tempts. to make reliable surveys. 
The position now is that the work 
is organised on sound lines, that the 
staff is’ working efficiently, that the 
co-operation with the Improvement 
Trust is effective and that the work 
now being done is of permanent 
value. It will be some years before 
arrears are overtaken, but it will 
never in future be necessary to be- 
gin all over again as has been done 
so often in the past. In Penang and, 
Malacea the position with regard to 
progress of surveys is quite satisfac- 
ory. 

Co-operation 

The -past year has shown a steady 
increase in the membership and-paid- 
up eapital’ of existing co-operative 
societies’. and has witnessed . the 
formation of a number of new 
societies. : EM : 

In urban ‘arev the 13 thrift and 
loan societies, of which three were 
énly recently registered, have built 
up a strong financial position and are 
of great assistance to salary earn- 
ers. Societies of Government ser- 
vants will, it is hoped, in the course 
of time, replace the Government as 
a source of assistance in times of 
financial embarrassmént. Societies 
lave been formed amongst the mer- 
cantile employees both in Singapore 
and Penang. . 

In rural areas progress ,is much 
slower and the fall in the price of 
rubber has made repayment. of loans 
at due date more difficult: There are 
eleven registered rural eredit societies 
and two awaiting registration.

There now appears to be every 
indication of a good - yield provided 
the weevil menace does not 
materialise. 


The Cotton Dispute © 


As was expected the proposed re- 
duction of wages . for spinners was 
rejected, and it is now expected that 
the Master Spinners’ Federation will 
take a ballot to determine. whether 
te stop machinery in order to en- 
force the demand. The possibility of 
a stoppage has had an unsettling 
effect on trade, as apart from the

ie “Of British ‘ Coleamant 


~. ECONOMIC 
_ Writing in “The Times” on ‘the 
Chinese in Malaya a correspondent 


-in a first article says:— 
The control of the British over 


-'|the Malay race was not established 


by conquest. Herein lies the essen- 
tial difference between - India and 
Malaya to which a marked diver- 
gence of British policy is due. The 
colonies of the Straits were acquired 
by grant from Malay Sultans or by 


-}eonquest -from the Dutch, - while. 


British Residents were introduced to 
the various States of the Peninsula 
only by agreement with their native 
rulens; The Malay is’ conscious of 
these facts, and suffers from no 
“{nferiority-complex.”, The disorders 
which led to British: intervention did 
not - particularly distress him, but 
since his vigorous friends are will- 


{ing to keep the peace on his behalf 


and to relieve him of.the perplexities 
arising from Chinese immigration, 


he welcomes their activity, provided 


that his position is_ recognised, 
socially and economically, ‘as the 
owner of the land. Courféous by 
nature, he feels no resentment at‘the 
division of authority,.and tends to 
elose his eyes to the possibility of 
unwelcome changes. 

For changes have already been 
rapid, and their course cannot be 
stayed. The Census of 1921- show- 
ed a total of 1,650,000. Malays in 
British Malaya (the three British 
Settlements, four Federated and five 
Unfederated: Malay: States), while 
Chinese were 1,175,000, and Indians, 
470,000.. The Census of 1931. will 
undoubtedly - find the Chinese in ex- 
cess of the Malays. - (perhaps 


~ 2,000,000, against 1,850,000), and a 


census of production’ and wealth 
would leave no doubt at all about 
the hands in which _ the economic

{various firms keyed yp to the’ high- 


est pitch of modern requirements arc 
in a position to deal with a much 
larger percentage of work than was 
the case in pre-war years. 

Whilst some firms are doing fair- 
ly well, there are others who are 
rnot’ so fortunately placed, and are 
under very heavy standing charges. 
An opinion prevails in well isform- 
ed quarters that the district has not 
yet seen the last of fusions or. work- 
Ing arrangements. In one case the 
question of fusion of two ‘interests 
has been discussed, whilst yet in an- 
other the question of cither rehabili- 
tation or a working agreement with 
another ‘firm has been seriously dis- 
cussed. There are no doubt that the 
next few months may witness cer- 
tain important changes, which may 
be followed by even greater efficiency 
from the point of view of direction 
and organisation. 


The Question of Price : 

The Bristol Channel district has 
been noted for years as a shiprepair-" 
ing centre, so well organised as to 
be in a position to compete not only 
with other centres in Great Britain, 
but also on the Continent, ‘where 
wages and conditions ' are at times 
Prominent factors in intensive com- 
petition. Oceasionally one hears - of 
widely divergent contract prices, but 
unless one is cognisant of al! the 
facts it is impossible on an isolated 
ease te generalise. 

There’ are occasions when. the 
Prices of other districts bear no re- 
lation to those put forward in the 
South Wales district -and vice-versa. 
It will be readilly conceded that time 
and circumstances have a material 
bearing on the prices put forward. 
The South Wales district is maintain- 
ing its reputation for rapid and effi- 
ecient repairing of ships at competi- 
tive prices, the best proof of this 
assertion being the larger amount of 
business received during the past 
three months. 

During the vast few days the ship- 
repairing trade of the district has 
been quiet, some yards being idle, 
whilst others were working much be- 
low their normal capacity. At the 
opening of the week there were 14 
vessels in the various dry docks for 
repairs and painting. 

Work. in Hand 

The Mountstuart Dry Docks had 
general work on the steamers 
“Carnac,” “Dareoila”’ and “Antar,” 
while on- their Windsor Slip- 
way the company had minor 
repairs on ‘the “Fredville”’ At 
Barry the company had small general 
work on the “Sandsend,” and voy- 
age repairs on. the Pacific Transport 
at_Newport.

" SEAFARERS’ EDUCATION 


THE FOURTH ANNUAL 
CONFERENCE 


The fourth. annual conference. -of 
the Seafarer’s Education Service 
took placé recently -at Gonville and 
Caius Coliege, Cambridge, and the 
company present was. representa- 
tive of all interested in any way in 
the officers and men of the Merchant 
Navy,- says the “Journal of. Com- 
merce” to hand. Owing to his hav- 
ing sailed in-command of his ship, 
Captain A. O. M. Cooper,. the Im- 
perial Merchant . Service Guild repre: 
sentative on the commission of the 
service, was able not ta he present 
as he had -hoped, but Mr. T. W. 
‘Moore, the secretary, slso received an 
invitation on this-oceasion and attend- 
ed as the-society’s representative... Up 
to date. information regarding the 
splendid work of the Seafarers’ Edu- 
cation Service is contained in a most 
interesting little booklet recently issu- 
ed by them, entitled “Libraries for the 
Merchant Navy.” The following ex- 
tracts taken from the booklet will 
give some idea of the ‘work in which 
the service is engaged: 

“The Seafarers’ Education Service 
is now (May, 1929) responsible for 
the maintenance of libraries for the 
use of the crews.of 363 ships of all 
classes, including passenger liners, 
cargo liners, oil tankers and tramps, 
owned by 34 shipping companies. 

_- The Seafarers’ Education Service 
is a project for providing educational 
facilities. for. seafarers. As experi- 
ence of the problem has grown, it 
has been found that the most efféc- 
tive and direct way . to further its 
objects is by the supply and main- 
tenance. of-‘libraries -of the best 
books, on ships... This werk has been 
done with the help-of such represen- 
tative organisations as the Chamber 
of Shipping, the Liverpool Steamship 
Owners’ © Association, the National 
Union of Seamen and the- officers’ 
associations, who share 
trol of the Service, and most of 
whom have given direct financial sup- 

port. The libraries ee from 50 
tS 300 books, according to the size 
of the crew, and include books of 
history, biography, travel, science, 
essays and poetry, as well as a fair 
selection of. geod, sound fiction.. The 
‘libraries are exchanged three or four 
times a year, or at the end of o 
voyage, and no effort is spared to 
maintain them as fresh and up-to- 
date collections of books, 

The interest of the readers is 
maintained by personal contact with 
those in charge of the libraries on 
the ships, and by encouraging read- 
ers to forward through the librarians 
request for special. books to be in- 
cluded in the library. With very few 
exceptions any. book which is asked 
for is supplied’ at once... A record 


, Of the use made of the books is kept 


by the ship’s librarian -on the card 


index supplied to’ him, and this is a} 


valuable indication to the staff of the 
Service. of what books are. appreciat-. 
ed, and how efficiently ‘the library is 
conducted: This element 6f control 
keeps down loss or damage to a 
negligible’ ‘amount, and _ experience 
has shown that normally the ~ books 
are -well cared for... The fact that 
this werk is done by -an independent 
and voluntary body’ of authority and 
standing with the official organisas 
tions of seafarers and shipowners is 
of great help in establishing. the con. 
fident and. intimate. relations neces- 
sary to - ensure. the “success of the 
scheme.

The remarkable achievements which 
have taken place recently in connection 
with naval construction in France 
afford new evidence of the success of 
the new French warships included in 
the post-war naval programme, aud 
special. interest attaches to. the- 
prominent role. played by French 
private industry in respect of 
the building. of these. vessels 
and of the design and construction of 
their propelling machinery, writes the 
Paris correspondent of the “Journal 
of Commerce.” 

References have been made to the 
splendid performance of the flotilla- 
leader: “Tigre” completed in: -1925 
which ‘attained a speed of near- 
ly’ 37 knots, while more re- 
cently, much was said in con- 
nection with the two new 10,000 tons 
eruisers “Duquesne” and “Tourville,” 
whose speed exceeded ?% knots. 

Those records have now been broken 
following on the trials of two new 
flotilla-leaders included in the second 
Stage of the French naval programme. 

Ie will . be. remembered that 
while the. six flotilla-leaders ~ of 
the “Tigre” -class,- built in  ac- 
cordance with the first- stage 
of the naval programme, had a dis+ 
placement of 2,400 tons, with a length 
over all of 126. 80 m:,.and a length 
between perpendiculars ‘of 119.70. m, 
being driven by two sets of turbines 
developing’ an aggregate power of 
50,000 hp. the French Navy decid- 
ed to adopt somewhat jarger dimen- 
sions for the new flotilla-leaders in- 
eluded in the second stage of the naval 
Programme. The. displacement of the 
new ships was increased to 2,690 tons, 
the Washington displacement being 
2,480 tons; at the same time, the 
length was_increased to 180 m. over 
all-with a breadth of 11.50 m, and a 
draught of 3.60 m., the two sets of 
turbines being designed to develop an 
aggregate power of 64,000 hp. A 
notable change was also brought about 
in their external appearance, a fourth 
funnel being added. Additionally the 
calibre of guns. was slightly increased, 
the new flotilla leaders being ‘fitted 
with five 138 mm. guns, four 37 mm. 
anti-aircraft guns and ‘six 550 mm. 
torpedo tubes. 

The Fastest Warship in the World 

The first three: flotilla-leaders of 
the new type were the “Guepard,” 
the “Bison” and- the “Lion”; the 
“Guepard” was the first of the series 
to be completed, and she ran ‘speed 
trials in April last, a speed of 38.5 
knots being attained. That record 
has now just been broken by the 
sister ship “Valmy,” included in a 
further series of three similar vessels 
(“‘Valmy,” “Verdun,” “Vauban”). 

The “Valmy” has been built and 
engined by the Chantier et Ateliers 
de Saint-Nazaire-Penhoet.- In the 
course of her trials, which took place 
en May 10, the “Valmy” attained an 
average speed of 39.86 knots, a rate 
never before attained by a warship. 

As stated above, the hull of the 
“Valmy” was built at the Penhoet 
yards to the plans worked out by 
the Technical Department of _ the 
French Navy. The — propelling 
machinery consists of two sets of 
Parsons turbines, each driving _ one 
propeller shaft through single-reduc- 
tion gearing, the whole having been 
constructed at the Penhoet works. 
The boiler plant includes four 
large-sized boilers of the latest type, 
designed. by the Chantier et Ateliers 
de Saint-Nazaire-Penhoct, and sup: 
plied to all flotilla leaders now buiid- 
ing or on order for the French Navy. 
The cil-burning equipment is also of 
‘the patented Penhoet type. *

THE MESSAGERIES MARITIME 
“ “RECENT ORDER - 


SULZER ENGINES’ SPECIFIED

The- Messageries Maritimes have 
just placed with -the - Ateliers et 
Chantiers dela Noire an order for a 
fifth motor-liner,- for. which Sulzer 
engines have again been specified, 
this making the fourth H.M, liner to 
be: fitted with engines of that type. 

The first M.M. motor vessel was 
the ~ passenger- liner  “Theophile- 
Galtier,” 129.50 m, long between per- 
pendiculars and 11,000 tons displace- 
ment, fitted with two Sulzer engines 
developing. an aggregate of 6,000 
ih.p., constructed by the Compagnie 
de Construction Mecanique Procedes 
vulzer, She was placed on the 
Mediterranean service at tha end of 
1926. When ordering their .second 
motorship,’ the “Erjdan,” intended 
for the. Australian service, the -Mes- 
sageries Maritimes decided also to fit 
Sulzer engines (8,000 ih-p.}, | con- 
structed by the same Sulzer licensees. 
The “Eridan” was launched’ on June 
3, 1928, from the La Ciotat yards of 
the Societe Provencale de -Construc- 
tions Navales, and is’ now being 
completed afloat.

The export committee of 
the Central Association beliove that 
by concerted action in the British 
coalfields,. prices for various classes 
of export coal in certain markets 
should be ralsed.- . It has, therefore, 
been decided as a tem orary experi= 
ment to put that view to the test 
by a withdrawal 
future sales for an indefinite Period, 
that is to say, on-sales which have 
net yet been made. If, however, the 
other exporting districts on the east- 
ern seaboard of Great Britain fail- to 
respond to this gesture, made for the 
purpose of endeavouring to increase 
the revenue from export coal sales, 
then the export committee of the 
Central Association will take such 
steps -as May be necessary to meet 
the situation. .-

MHI HOUSE. CONFERENCE | 
Lae Washington, Yesterday. 
"A conference has been held at 
the White House between Presi- 
dent Hoover, Mr. H. L. Stimson, 
and Mr. C. F. Adams, -Secretary 
of the Navy Executive Committee 
Navy Board, with regard to the 
proposed “Yardstick” method of 
reducing naval’ armaments and 
correspondence ‘with regard. to

FLOATING AIRPORTS: IN THE 
‘ATLANTIC 


‘WORK PROCEEDING 

New York, Yesterday. 
"Plans for the eonstruction of the 
first of a-series of Trans-atlantice 
airports were announced to-day by 
Mr. Joseph MacDonald, a naval 
architect. - He says tha Roebling 
Company. is already working on 
huge anchorage cables; and the Sun 
Shipbuilding Company. will soon 
start work on the underwater sec- 
tions. 

The parts will be assembled in 
Delaware Bay, and when made up 
will be. anchored. in the ocean off 
Cape May. Other airports will be 
anchored between the United 
States, the Bermudas, the Azores 
and Europe 

M. Louis Bleriot says he is co- 
operating with a United States 
engineer to construct floating 
islands in the Atlantic for refuel- 
ling and repairing aeroplanes. One 
is already on the point of.comple- 
tion.—Reuter’s American Service. 

Further Details 

A.later telegram states that it 
is hoped the first floating aero- 
drome will be ready for use on 
August, 1930. 

The aerodromes will each have 
a displacement of 15,000 tons, and 
be 400 feet wide and 1,200 feet 
long with a landing deck of 70 
feet above sea Jevel. They will 
be anchored -by masses of steel 


Fand masonry even in the deepest

Each will also have hangars, 
yepair shops, a restaurant and a 
hotel.

_I have seen the development of 
1 time from the Cape cart and even 
ox-waggon days, to the huge power: 
ful métor methods of - travelling; 
many experiences, hard, pleasant 
and otherwise, have been my lot 
that would take pages and pages 
to describe them, even if I were 
able. 

I’ remember my. first journey 
from London to Birmingham, as an 
assistant to an experienced travel-. 
ler of many years. ‘In'those days I 
earried’ half a ton of samples, 


1which had to be taken around on 


barrows; i: was usual to see buyers 
by ‘appointment; the barrow 

‘charges were 1s. Gd. per hour fow | 
the first hour, and is. after. An 
averaze customer would take two 
hours to go through my range. 

Three customers a day took a little 
elock-watching when 22s. 6d. wag 
the average day’s expenses; that 
had to include “boots” and general 
commercial hotel charges. Really, 
there were no fortunes or billiard 

tables to be made out of “exes.” 

But with a magnificent salary of 
30s. per week as a single man, I 
enjoyed ‘every moment of it. Bal- 
sall. Heath, Acocks Green, etc., fell 

to my lot to work as assistant; no 
New, Street clients were on my list. 
of calls. The shops I visited at the 
start had bells ringing when the 


door was pushed open, and the 
family—mother, father, and two 
daughters—usually selected thé 
order. After many discussions and 


| differences of opinion, I generally 


left with a £20 £30 order. I was 
only 18 years old in those days, and 
was quite content to learn the 
tricks of. the road, and have profit- 


| ed by them.

Colonel C. de V. Duff writes in

The Lawn Tennis Association 
has. decided that a professional;

Working: of _Last oes Law 


“The Paris correspondent ‘of the | ; Judice in the “medical profession, 


“Observer,” 
saysi— , : 

On April 5 of last year was passed 
the law of what are called the “As- 
surances - Sociales.” This law is 
to provide the French working 
classes with a whole group of pen-° 
siong, which in-other. countries have 
been’ granted separately by succes- 
sive Acts of legislation. These 
include old age pensions, perman- 
ent incapacity pensions, and, life 
insurance, on the one hand, and, on 
other, medical attendance, - hospital: 
fees and drugs during sickness, as 
well as maternity allowances. They 
even include a certain measure of 
unemployment allowance. This lat- 
ter is, however, limited to twenty 
days, after which it ceases fora 
month. It-is also surrounded by; 
considerable restrictions, and in any 
case is: of Jittlé importance under 
the present economic conditions in 
France, ‘where unemployment can 
hardly be said to exist. 

The reason why these insurances 
of different kinds have been group- 
ed in a single measure is no doubt 
that France is the last important 
civilised country to adopt the prin- 
ciple that the State should be re- 
the pro- 
vision against these risks in her 
working population. Although politi- 
cal capital is naturally made out of 
the fact by the Socialists, it is also 


‘writing - recently | 


believed that’ the late entry of 
France into. the field has enabled her 
to profit by the experience and the 
mistakes. of other nations. This 
advantage does not appear, how- 
ever, to have enabled her to pro- 
duce a scheme which is unanimously 
regarded as likely to be workable, 
and the criticisms of it which are 
now being made go so far in some 
cases as to suggest that the law will 
have to be repealed and the whole 
plan recast in a nzw Measure. 
Medical Prejudice.

LOST MELODIES OF THE 
HORN 


Ve 

A. G. Throssell writes in the 
“Sunday Times”: 5 ANS 

In those now distant days .when 
motoring was alla wonder. and a 
wild surmise whether we would 
ever reach home again, cars were 
poor things in’ every imaginable 


_way, engine, chassis and body, and 


poorest of all, judged by modern 
eyes and nerves, in accessory aids 


‘! and comforts. 


But among all the refinements: 
that the years have brought I am 
not sure that. one thing has not 
been overlooked. Some of those 
ancient warriors had most 
melodious horns, They really were 


But’ the musical horn soon 
vanished. It was superseded by 
those saw-tooth klaxons whose 
noise was aptly likened to the bel- 
low of a sick rhinoceros. Now all 
our “horng” are electric—the bulb 


: horn, last relic of the musical era, 


is all but cbsolete—and though less 
offensive than the saw-tooth and 
equally effective, it is impossible to 
pretend that the sounds these horns 
make are pleasant. 


The “Song” of the Road 


Some foreign cars have bearable 
voices, but very, very few British) 
ones. A hoarse squawk rising to a 
shriek, is the dominant note in the 


| song of the road. Two cars I have 


driven lately were peculiarly 
raucous: and aggravating. They 
made me wonder whether the still 
smouldering anti-motorist fires are 
not mainly due to this cause. Sure- 
ly the animosity of a pedestrian, 
shoved off the road by this nasty. 
noise; is intelligible, and hospital 
patients trying to sleep must find 
its hoarse monotony hellish. 

The recent Committee on Noises 
found it impossible te-suggest any 
regulations about horns, except in 
regard to stationary vehicles, and 
as.long as failure to hoot is treated 
as contributory negligence in case 
of accident, we must have-hooters 
or horns, and must use them. If 
your horn suddenly fails, you feel 
as ill at ease as if you had forgot- 
ten to put on your trousers. 

But I think the Committee might 
have commented (adversely) on 
the kind of noise our hooters make 
and appealed to the motor trade to 
give us a more tolerable instru- 
ment. It must be electric, I sup- 
pose; no substitute that cannot be 
operated by a finger on or about 
the steering wheel will do. But 
surely an electric horn with a melo- 
dious note is not beyond the wit 
‘of maa. When found, we donot 
want its use made compulsory, 
German-fashion; a little publicity 
and propaganda would soon make 
it -popular. We make noise like 
hogs, not because we are, in fact, 


jroad-hogs, but because we can’t 


help it. Nobody will give us voices 
to match our beautiful bodies and 
fine engines. 

“A Splendid Light Six” 


Among the “light sixes,” that 
class which British makers, if they 
did not invent it, have developed 


until it is now almost the national 
type, few have won and maintained 
‘greater popularity than the “two- 
litre” Rover. It is not the cheapest 
light six, nor the dearest; it is not 


the most silent, nor the. fastest, nor |" 
the most ‘luxurious. It- has no} 
single superlative virtue, but every |. 


good quality. in high-degree. | 

This. Rover isa joy to drive. 
There are cars which do their job 
well and willingly, a¥e comfortable 
land easily handled, -but somehow 
they inspire no strong feelings. 
With the Rover at* the end of. a 
day’s run Iwas in love. Exactly 
why it is (as usual with this state. 
of mind). difficult to set sown in 
black and white. 

It was the engine mostly, of 
eourse. Neither heard nor felt at 
from ten to thirty miles an hour, 
after that it sang a pleasant little 
gong which scarcely inereased in 
pitch or volume until it was doing 
sixty, and .even with sixty-eight 


.| showing on the speedometer there 


was neither roat nor clatter, 
though’ its revolutions-per-minute 
at that speed must be tremendous, 
‘for it is a low-geared car. It was 
attractive; too, to. Yealise that the 
acceleration was better than it 
seemed. Above thirty miles per 
hour it was sensibly lively; at 
lower speeds it appeared to answer 
|the throttle rather sluggishly, but 
a few tests. proved the contrary. 
She seemed ‘slow because she 
gathered way so smoothly, 

Such an engine. would excuse de- 


very few that I could find. The 
suspension is much above the aver- 
age, damping out the effect of holes 
or waves at all speeds and 


on corners. I was | warned 


the brakes, as they had been rather 
hurriedly adjusted after relining, 
but they were at least ‘thoroughly 
effective. A slight, really a slight, 
stiffness alone prevents the steer- 
ing from being perfect. 


- Gears and Gear-Changing 


Apart from the engine, its steer- 
ing and suspension were,.I suppose, 
the virtues that made me “fall” for 
this Rover. A well-designed driv- 
ing seat -and position helped, with 


an almost vertical’ steering-wheel, | 


encumbered with nothing but horn 
button (on the boss) and a tiny|” 
ignition lever. The latter, by the 
way, is meant to be used; ignition 
is by coil. 


The one criticism I have of the 
Rover, from the driver’s point of 
view, is the gear-box. It has three 
speeds, with ratios of 5.3, 9 and 21 
to 1. The gap between first. and 
‘second is huge, and to’get a clean 
change requires the patience of 
Job. It is, however, quite feasible 
on the level to startin second, for 
the elutch is good and the trans- 
mission “solid.” Changes between 
second and top either up or down 
are comparatively simple and with 
double elutching. quick, and the 
second speed, though low, is useful 
and not too noisy. .But what a car 
it would be with.a really modern 
four-speed box. 

In that cage, though, its price 
would have been higher or its finish 
and fittings otherwise less good, 
which would be a pity. More could 
searcely be expected at the price 
as it is. For instance, the engine, 
which is as neat and “clean” as an 
Italian, has an aluminium cover 
for the overhead valve gear and 
the dash is aluminium-lined; silent- 
bloc shackles eliminate fwelve 
greasing points; and equal care 
and thought has been bestowed on 
the body Attings. ~*

Central Bank Notes 

As previously intimated, the re- 
demption of the $1 and 35 notes 
has been in effect for The last 
few. days, but the public has not 
taken advantage of ‘it, with the 
result that there is a surplus. of 
silver in’ the possession of the 
Central ‘Bank, which has now- de- 
cided to redeem the $10 on or 
before August 25. : 

To solve the financial problems 
arising out of the depreciation of 
the Kwangsi notes, the Kwangsi 
Provincial Government has drawn 
up 4-definite scheme for financial 
re-adjustments,. The main feature 
of the scheme is that bonds will 
be issued solely for the redemp- 
tion of the 10 cents notes, while 
the bonds themselves will be 
legal tender for the payment of 
taxes from the date of issue, As 
to the $1 notes, the value of each 
note will be equivalent to 20 
cents: (Canten currency).
